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New Asian policy 
Kennedy in guilty plea; 
goal of Nixon s 
extensive journey 


AGANA, Guam (UPI) —President Nix­ 
on said today he was seeking to develop a 
new Asian policy to avoid future Viet- 
nams and said he was ready to meet the 
Russians at the summit if it would help 
end the present conflict. 
He said he would make a definite de­ 
cision sometime next month about furth­ 
er troop withdrawals from Vietnam, but 
he would not announce 
any new with­ 
drawals during the swing through Asia 
which he will start Saturday. 
The President spoke shortly after his 
arrival on Guam for a rest after wit­ 
nessing the splashdown and recovery of 
the Apollo 11 astronauts aboard the air­ 
craft carrier USS Hornet. 
At a lengthy 
briefing for newsmen, 
but w' aout permitting direct quotes, 
the Piesident made these points: 
—He seeks a new policy in Asia that: 
would avoid creeping involvement of the 
sort which led the United States into the 
Vietnam War. 
—No new commitments during his trip. 
—His main purpose in visiting South­ 
east Asias countries is to discuss a re­ 
vised 
relationship whereby the United 
States would assist but not dictate. 
—A new policy .above all would not 
permit use of U.S. military personnel 
to become involved in actions which 
should be the primary responsibility 
of the individual countries. 
—A summit meeting with Moscow lead­ 
ers would be justified and he would wel­ 
come it if it could help end the Vietnam 
War. 
But there could be no “ summitry” 


just for the sake of meeting. Summit 
meetings in the past have not been 
particularly helpful, he said. 
The President did not answer direct­ 
ly. a question as to whether the new 
policy he was seeking to work out could 
be described as “ no more Vietnams.” 
The objective, he said, would be to 
avoid another war like the one in Viet­ 
nam anywhere in the world. He said the 
United States must learn by past mis­ 
takes. 
The President said he was convinc­ 
ed Asia poses the greatest threat to 
world peace from now until the end of 
the century. But this, he said, does not 
minimize the dangers elsewhere in the 
world, 
such as in the Middle East. 
Nixon also spoke of the increasing 
belligerence 
of 
Communist 
China 
and North Vietnam. 
Nixon was spending the night on this 
American outpost in the far Pacific be­ 
fore starting on the seven-nation swing 
to the Philippines, Indonesia, Thailand, 
India, 
Pakistan, Communist Romania 
and a brief stop off in England en route 
home Aug. 3. 
The President 
came to Guam and a 
cheerful welcome from an officially es­ 
timated 
9,000 
people at the airport 
after flying from the Apollo recovery 
carrier USS Hornet by way of Johnston 
Island. 
He landed on Guam at 4:23 p.m. — 
1:23 a.m . EDT Friday —and was joined 
a few minutes later by his wife Pat, 
who flew in directly from 
Honolulu 
to join him for the trip. 
Mother may ask for autopsy

BERKELEY HEIGHTS, N.J. (UPI) - 
The mother of Mary Jo Kopechne, who 
was killed when a car driven by Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy went off a bridge, 
said today she would like an autopsy 
performed if that was the only way to 
clear her daughter’s name. 


“ If we can’t clear up all the little 
snide remarks and everything, all this 
vicious 
mail,” 
Mrs. Joseph Kopechne 
said, “ I would have an autopsy . . if 
that’s the only way I can clear my 
daughter.” 


Funeral services were held Wednesday 
for the 28-year-old former campaign 
secretary to Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. 
She was buried in a family plot near 
W ilkes-Barre, Pa. 


M rs. Kopechne said in a telephone inter­ 
view from her home that she and her 
husband, an insurance executive, were 
upset about the “ vicious mail” they have 
received since the accident late Friday 
night on Chappaquiddick Island off Mar­ 
tha’s Vineyard, Mass. 
Kennedy was driving Miss Kopechne to 
a ferry after a party also attended by 
five other former Robert Kennedy seo- 
retaries and five men who had crewed 
for Edward Kennedy in the Edgartown 
Regatta. 
“ I know there are a lot of sick people 
in the world and we should expect a lit. 
tie bit of vicious m ail,” Mrs. Kopechne 
said. But, she said, “ we don’t know how 
to handle it because we 
never had 
anthing happen in our lives like this.” 
Sixty pounds of moon 
arrive for deep probes 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (U P I)-Six- 
ty pounds of the moon arrive under ela- 
borate security wraps today for the start 
of one of history's greatest scientific 
investigations. 
Scientists gathered from around the 
world for the arrival of two planes at 
nearby Ellington Air Force Base with the 
rock and dirt samples Neil A. Arm­ 
strong and Edwin E. “ Buzz” Aldrin 
picked up on the moon. 
One plane is due in at 10:30 a.m. 
EDT and the other at 12:25 p.m. The 
scientists are now calling their cargo 
simply “ the rocks.” 
It is indicative of how highly prized 
the rock samples are that they are being 
sent in two planes. Space agency offi­ 
cials explain in case something happens 
to one of the aircraft there will still 
be another load. 
Tightest security was planned to the 
rocks’ arrival. 
Ellington was rimmed with security 
guards and trucks figured out different 
routes to take to the Lunar Receiving 
Laboratory (LRL) where extensive analy­ 
ses will be conducted. 
Scientists believe the rocks might 
help answer questions about the origin 
of the moon and the earth, the constiti* 
tion of the solar system, and the matter 
which makes up the universe. 
The rocks were left in the Apollo 
II Columbia command module when Arm­ 
strong, 
Aldrin and Michael Collins 
splashed down in the Pacific Thursday. 
Once the module was aboard the carrier 
Hornet, the samples were loaded on the 
aircraft and started on their journey to 
the LRL, an $ 11-million building here 


where the astronauts will also spend 
their 18 day quarantine. 
The rocks will first be tested to de­ 
termine if any alien substances in or on 
them can harm man. Because of this, 
all testing of the samples will be done 
in the LRL and a 50-day quarantine was 
imposed on the specimens. 
Vacuum chambers and biological is o 
lation cabinets will be “ home” for the 
rocks for the next month and a halt 
Under the vacuum conditions similar 
to those in which they existed on the 
moon, many tests will be made before 
the samples are allowed to be tested 
in the open air. 
White mice, minnows and plants rai&. 
ed in germ-free environments will be 
exposed to the rocks.

gets suspended sentence 


EDGARTOWN, 
Mass. (UPI) - Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, leaving many ques­ 
tions unanswered, pleaded guilty today 
to a charge of leaving the scene of a 
fatal automobile accident. He was given 
a suspended two-month jail sentence. 
“ The defendant will continue to be 
punished far beyond anything this court 
could impose,” Dukes County District 
Judge Jam es A. Boyle said. 
In suspending the minimum sentence 
which could be imposed on the charge, 
which is a misdemeanor in Massachu­ 
setts, 
the judge automatically placed 
Kennedy on probation for two months. 
Most first offenders in sim ilar cases 
receive suspended 
sentences, court 
officials said. 
In Washington, 
a spokesman at the 
senator’s office said 
Kennedy would 
make his first public statement in a 
television broadcast tonight at 7:30 from 
the family’s Cape Cod compound. 
Kennedy, who was forced by poor 
weather to take the family boat to Mar­ 
tha’s Vineyard, flew back to the com­ 
pound after the court appearance. 
By pleading guilty, 
Kennedy side­ 
stepped the possibility of having to ans­ 
wer questions in court about circum­ 
stances 
surrounding the accident 
in 
which Mary Jo Kopechne, 
a 28-year- 
od Washington secretary, drowned when 
a car driven by the senator plunged into 
a tidal pond on Chappaquiddick Island, 
which lies across a small channel from 
Martha’s Vineyard. 
Kennedy, 
37, stood with his eyes cast 
down as the suspended jail term 
was 
announced to the court, which was jam­ 
med with more than 150 newsmen and 
spectators. 
Kennedy and his wife left the court­ 
house at 9:12 a.m.* accompanied by sev­ 
eral state troopers. The senator paused 
on the top step of the front stairs and, 
grimly facing scores of reporters and 
spectators in front of him, said: 
“ I have made my plea and I want time 
on the networks tonight to speak to the 
people of Massachusetts.” 
Kennedy, 
whose 
driver’s 
license 
was suspended 
Wednesday pending a 
Registry of Motor Vehicles hearing, was 
driving his sedan when it went off a rail- 
less wooden hump-back bridge sometime 
between 11:15 p.m. Friday and 1 a.m. Sat­ 
urday and plunged into eight feet of wat­ 
er in a tidal pond. 
Mary Jo Kopechne, 
28-year-old sec­ 
retary riding with him was killed. 
In a statement which appeared to start­ 
le both Walter Steele, 
special prose­ 
cutor for Dukes County, and Kennedy’s 
attorneys, 
Judge 
Boyle asked, “ Has 
there been any deliberate attempt to 
conceal the identity of the defendant?” 
Police Chief Dominick J. Arena, look­ 
ing surprised, responded, “ Not to my 
knowledge.”

Two 
boxes containing 60 pounds of priceless 
rocks Neil A. Armstrong and Edwin E. 
Aldrin J r ., picked up on their moon 
walk were on their way, too, and expect­ 
ed to beat the astronauts back to the 
Manned Spacecraft Center in Houston by 
almost two days. 
A fter undergoing the most thorough ini­ 
tial medical checks of any astronauts 
and eating meals of pancakes and sir­ 
loin steak, Armstrong, Aldrin and Mi­ 
chael Collins relaxed after eight days 
and 952,700 miles in space.

Bombers hit 


wide Egyptian 
battle area

Israeli fighter bombers attacked Egyj> 
tian artillery positions along a 7(Vmtle 
stretch of the Suez Canal today in the 
fourth strike into Egypt in six days. 
There was no opposition from the Egyj> 
tian air force, but Cairo said antiair­ 
craft fire shot down three planes. 
Israel said its air force suffered no 
losses. 


Artillery and tank fire along the length 
of the canal was unusually heavy. The 
cross-canal firing began at 10:15 a.m. 
near Port Tewflk and Suez City in the 
south and then spread northward as far 
as Ismailia near the halfway mark and as 
far north as El Quantara toward the 
north. 


The Israeli air strikes followed an 
eight hour battle Thursday by artil­ 
lery and planes which brought a series 
of warnings from Israeli leaders of po^. 
sible new retaliation and a report in an 
authoritative Cairo newspaper that Is­ 
rael had mobilized some of its reserves. 


A Cairo spokesman said the three 
planes reported shot down today broupftt 
to 29 the number the Egyptianssajd were 
destroyed since Sunday when the Israeli 
fighter bombers streaked across the can­ 
al in the first such attack on Egyptian 
soil since end of the 1967 War. 


Israeli planes also struck into Jordan. 
A spokesman in Amman said four planes 
strafed Jordanian forces with rockets at 
Waggas, 11 miles south of the Sea of 
Galilee. Israel said they were striking 
artillery positions that had shelled Is­ 
raeli villages. Jordan called them “ the 
continuation of tension in the area and 
attempting to cover up for the losses

Daron Katzakian: “ We have a good 
friend here in Lompoc who is Japanese, 
and he has kept us abreast of the chang­ 
es in that country.” 
Japan, in its rush to modernity, now 
has the second biggest economy in the 
nor^Communist block. Keeping pace with 
the times, young women a^end schools 
and universities, studying a miscellany 
of subjects, much like American youth, 
said Miss Hirotami. 
When asked about the status of wom­ 
en in Japan, she said they were regard 
ed as equals with men, but amended 
that in private industry there is still 
job discrimination as opposed to gov­ 
ernment or teaching jobs. 
Tokiko is in her first year at the 
Aoyama University in Tokyo, majoring 
in managerial engineering, somewhat 
equivalent to our business admimstr^ 
tion courses. Of special interest to her 
is 
furniture design and she finds by 
comparison, that furniture is “ very ex­ 
pensive” here. 
Flying here a week late due to ex­ 
ams, Tokiko entered the States at San 
Francisco (“ it was so foggy' you couldn’t 
see the city” ), then flew to Santa Bar­ 
bara where she was met by the KaU 
zakians. 


Asked by her adopted family whether 
she had Japanese or American food on 
the plane, she replied, “ German food. 
I had hamburger.”

House unit votes cut 
in aid to halt riots 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— -The House Ap­ 
propriation Committee, bucking t*>th the 
Nixon adminstration and a group of lib­ 
eral and moderate Congressmen, has 
voted to cut off aid to colleges that fail 
to crack down on rioting students 
The committee attached the cut-off 
as a rider to the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare appropriations 
bill, which comes to the House floor 
next week 
The committee voted Thursday to re­ 
quire that colleges, as a condition to 
getting aid, must certify to the govern­ 
ment at regular intervals that they have 
enforced provisions of denying aid to 
students who riot 
The appropriations 
committee succeeded when the House 
Education Committee, which has leg­ 
islative authority over such matters, 
failed when democratic liberals and a 
handful of Republican moderates block­ 
ed approval of another fund cutoff mea­ 
sure. 
Rep. 
Edith Green, Ore., a ranking 
Democrat on the Education Commit­ 
tee, 
was a sponsor of the measure 
that would have required colleges, as 
a condition of getting aid, to certify 
they had a plan in effect to cope with 
student riots. She said she will sup­ 
port the Appropriations Committee ver­ 
sion. 
President Nixon has urged House and 
Senate GOP leaders to rally Republican 
Congressmen against any bill that would 
cut off a college’s aid. 
House GOP leader Gerald R 
Ford, 
however, joined the bulk of Republicans 
on the education committee in support 
of the Green bill, putting him in direct 
opposition to the President’s request. 


Arrival of the HEW budget bill on 
the House floor Tuesday will provide 
the first serious test in either house 
of tough legislation 
designed to force 
colleges to crack down on student pro­ 
tests that lead to property damage or 
disruption of classes. 
There has been sniping from

House 
floor at other appropriations 
bills with small amounts of education 
money. 
But those efforts, which passed easily 
merely warned colleges and did not 
cut off the school’s aid.

Union showed the splashdown

Western diplomatic sources 
said the unprecedented Soviet 
move was part of the current 
Kremlin attempt to improve 
relations 
with 
the 
United 
States. 
Some of the most generous 
praise came from the Soviet 
people as well as the govern­ 
ment. 
“ It means we were beaten 
fair and square,” said a young 
Moscow man. He said he had 
hoped a Russian would be first 
on the moon. 
"Thank 
goodness 
they’re 
back!” said a woman shopper 
in Moscow. “ They have accom­ 
plished a wonderful feat.” 
Soviet President Nikolai V. 
Podgorny 
praised "the cou­ 
rageous space pilots” in a note 
to President Nixon. 
"W e congratulate you on your 


return 
to earth, courageous 
astronauts,” said Moscow Ra­ 
dio minutes after splashdown. 
In the Soviet Union, nothing 
is 
published, 
broadcast 
or 
televised without government 
approval. But live television 
covering cannot be controlled 
and the fact Moscow television 
got a go-head was an unusual 
tribute to the United States and 
its landing on the moon. 
Without 
advance 
warning, 
Moscow television interrupted 
a public affairs program at 9 
p.m.-prime time-to cut into 
the satellite network for the 
landing in the mid-Pacific. 
Soviet cosmonauts also con­ 
gratulated 
their 
"dear 
col­ 
leagues” on Apollo 11. 
"We 
followed 
vour 
flight 
closely and * 
.eat excite­ 
ment,” said the Soviet cosmon­ 
auts in a message broadcast by 
Moscow Radio. "With ill our 
heart Wt congratulate you on 
the completion of the remarka­ 
ble trip to the moon and on 
your safe return to earth.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI)-A bill 
increasing welfare aid died on 
the Senate floor Thursday night 
after some Democrats com­ 
plained former Gov.

The p r o 
gram is carried out in four 
classroom buildings and a caf­ 
ete ria at the Clarence Ruth ele­ 
m entary school. It consists of a 
staff of 26. Pupils number 45; 
all from low-income fam ilies. 
The four teens are work­ 
ing through the Youth Job Corp. 
They are paid $1.30 an hour 
and work about 26 hours a week. 
T heir job is to supervise and 
communicate with the children 
in order to build their vocabu­ 
la rie s. In addition, they are be­ 
ing trained to assist the teach­ 
e r in other ways such as mix­ 
ing paint and clay. They will 
also attend field trips that the 
children will take this sum m er.

in 
Guadalupe 
and the

T heir objective is to get the 
children to be independent or to 
work and think on their own.

Elizabeth Hopkins, who

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Violence Grows 
In Small Towns

N EW YO R K — (N E A )—Recently in the nation several 
police cars were dispatched to investigate reports ot 
vandalizing youths. On arrival, the cops were pelted with 
bricks and bottles. Then more police came. Then more 
trouble followed. Somebody opened up with a hidden shot­ 
gun, gangs began clogging the streets, a whole neighbor­ 
hood was sealed off—and by the time it all ended more than 
13 people were wounded by gun fire. 
Sound familiar? 
It is familiar. 
But in this case there’s a twist. 
This 
racial violence didn't take place in the urban stench of 
Newark, Chicago or Detroit. 
It happened in Indiana. 
Kokomo, Indiana. Population 50,000, home of the Howard 
County Fair, the b i r t h p l a c e of canned tomato juice. 
Kokomo. Smack dab on Wildcat Creek. Zip code 40901. 
Small town America. 
Surprisingly, however, there is nothing so surprising 
about the bloodshed in Kokomo. This seems to be the 
target year for such goings on in bucolic America. The 
socially sizzling summer has begun—but unlike recent 
history, it seems to be the minor, not the major, cities 
which are sweltering. 
Item. A cop hits a man arrested for a minor offense 
The cop is white, the victim black. Hundreds of tempers 
flare and revenge is sought. Three nights of looting and 
arson follow. The scene: Waterbury, Conn. 
Item. A policeman draws his revolver during an arrest 
and shoots a young black, 18 years old, to death. Molotov 
cocktails, law breaking and rioting break out. A curfew is 
imposed. The scene: Harrisburg, Pa. 
Item. A policeman stops a black motorist who ran a 
red light. Confusion. The cop says the black starts swing­ 
ing a sickle. The black says the cop uses his gun. Rampag­ 
ing results. The scene: Red Bank, N.J. 
The examples go on and on. Middle-sized towns, as well 
as very small ones, have had unusual sufferings this 
spring and summer. And, ironically, their worries have 
come during a relative lull in major city bluster. 
Hard statistics on the matter are not available. But law 
officers across the nation feel race miseries are shifting to 
the Kokomos. 
The Lemberg Institute on Violence, at Boston’s Brandeis 
University, agrees with the law officers. Researchers there 
say that violence in big cities has dropped off so far in 
1969—and there are considerable indications of a rise in 
minor city incidents. 
Says an institute officer: 
“ We’re not entirely sure about the rise in small incidents 
We have counted more this year than before—but that may 
be due to the fact such things are news these days and 
therefore better recorded. It could be the small towns are 
not having more incidents than before. But we think they 
are; and, from the news reports, it certainly seems that 
w ay." 
The confusion surrounding the national race violence 
trend, if that’s what it is, is not confined to statistics. 
Experts admit they are also confused as to just why the 
small towns seem to be under increasing siege. 
Some people, particularly organized black revolutionar­ 
ies, feel the change is one of substituting guerrilla action 
for conventional warfare. A New York City Black Panther 
puts it this way: "Maybe things are moving out of our 
(black) neighborhoods and into your (white) neighbor­ 
hoods. See how you like it—not knowing when or where 
it’s gonna grab you next.’* 
Other people, primarily big city moderates, think that an 
urban backlash has chased violence into the suburbs. 
A 
Cleveland police inspector, Lewis Coffey, sums up this 
attitude: "The people are just sick of having their streets 
torn apart. They’re striking back. 
Decent people, both 
black and white, are beginning to stand against irresponsi­ 
ble elements.” 


But the most obvious reason for the shift in racial 
violence, say many observers, is the sophistication of 
urban police forces. Urban cops are tougher, better armed 
and more thoroughly trained in riot control th’an ever be-, 
fore—and troublemakers may 
be taking 
to healthier 
(smaller) locales. 
" I t ’s pretty obvious,” says Barton Fields, a black leader 
in racially tense Harrisburg, Pa. “ A few people with .22 
rifles can’t qompete against New York City's 35,000 police­ 
men. 
But in smaller towns, like Harrisburg, where the 
police are less sophisticated, trouble is easier to start.” 
This isn’t to say, adds Fields, and most other black 
leaders, that minorities start trouble "just for the hell of 
it.” Chronic racial nerves have existed in small towns 
for as long as they have in big ones, they insist, and dis­ 
turbances anywhere are mostly "a natural result of age­ 
less frustration.” 
This is the lesson, blacks say, that many large towns are 
beginning to learn—and, in at least small ways, trying to 
cope with.

There are no shibboleths in the world 
of art.

SHAVING STROKES 


by Frank Beard 


There are no gray areas in 
the rules of golf. Everything is 
black or white, yes or no. Noth­ 
ing is ambiguous. That’s the 
way 
the U.S. Golf Association 
wants it and that's the way it is. 
This particular idea lends it­ 
self not so much to instruction­ 
al value as it does to the prac­ 
ticality of the concept. 
This is related to theUSGA’s 
continuous putting rule which 
the PGA uses in tournaments 
like the Masters and Open. As 
far as I’m concerned, it could 
bend a little. 
For one thing, we’ve proved 
on the tour that it doesn't speed 
up play. 
True, it keeps golf­ 
ers from jockeying the 
ball 
around 
on the putting surface, 
but it also creates certain in­ 
equities. 
Golfers who play early usual­ 
ly have to putt through dew. 


Cleaning the ball once here is 
not enough. A wet ball picks 
up dirt and grass every time it 
rotates. A dry ball doesn’t pick 
up anything. 
The result is that fellows who 
play 
in 
morning 
rounds 
using the 
continuous putting 
rule wind up putting dirty balls 
with water, grit and grass on it. 
This isn’t quite fair. 
The thing with Roberto de Vi- 
cenzo’s 
scorecard last year 
also could have used a little 
bending. If a man signs an in­ 
correct scorecard and the mis­ 
take is 
obviously not inten­ 
tional, 1 think the man ought 
to have a chance to go back and 
change it. 


Golf is full of little rules like 
that and all of them have their 
purpose. I just think one or two 
of them could be more flexible. 


“ Every man conducts him­ 
self differently,” 
said Wil­ 
liams, 
as he stood at the bat­ 
ting cage, 
waiting for Banks 
to finish his cuts. “ Pm 
just 
not colorful. 
Not like Ernie. 
But isn’t he something?” Wil­ 
liams was asked, 
What is it 
about Ernie that keeps him go­ 
ing?” 
Loudly, “ Good whisky and 
lots of rest. Right, Ernie?” 
“ Mostly lots of rest,” said

President Nixon’s move to overhaul the Interstate Commerce 
Commission could turn out to be one of the more significant ini­ 
tiatives of his administration. 
That is, if Congress approves (under White House execu­ 
tive reorganization authority, the proposal will become effec­ 
tive in 60 days unless Congress vetoes it) and if it succeeds 
in the stated purpose of bringing the government’s oldest regu­ 
latory agency up-to-date with the vital area of the economy it 
is supposed to oversee. 
Initially, the President wants authority to name the com­ 
m ission chairman, a post now rotated among members on 
a yearly basis. A cut in commission membership, possibly 
from the present unwieldy 11 to seven, and other changes are 
reported also under study. 
The ICC’s jurisdiction takes in a lot of territo ry —rail­ 
roads, trucking, pipe lines, inland waterw ays—which has seen 
rapid and often radical changes in the 82 years since the 
commission was set up. Lack of coherent leadership and an­ 
tiquated machinery, critics say, have prevented the ICC from 
keeping up. 
If the reorganization is perm itted to take effect and proves 
to be effective, one of the most significant results hopefully 
will be a strengthening of the ICC’s hand in the delaying action 
it has been waging for years in the steady decline of passenger 
train service.

Tobacco power 


WASHINGTON. — On the power chart of 
the pressure lobbies The Tobacco Insti­ 
tute rates not far behind 
the gun lob­ 
by, which is the untouchable top. The in- 
stitute, a dressed-up name for lobby, 
has been fighting a rear - guard action 
to prevent or at least delay any check 
on the incessant flow of cigarette adver­ 
tising pouring out over television aimed, 
despite all the pious protestations, at 
the young. 
Those trying to cut 
off this flow or com­ 
pel the advertisers to 
include a warning of 
the danger from cig­ 
arette smoking esti­ 
mate that 4,000 young 
each 
day 
take the 
first step toward ad- 
diction. A recent stu- 
A 
dy by St. Louis Uni­ 
versity, financed in­ 
cidentally by the Tobacco Institute, shows 
that it is an addiction with pysiological 
and psychological consequences com­ 
parable to other addictive drugs. 
In the debate in the House over a p ro ­ 
posal to give the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission the right to impose restraints, 
the double-talk was of a mind-curdling 
variety rare even for that body. For 
one who witnessed the ordeal of lung can­ 
cer in the beloved partner of a lifetime 
the record of that debate is nauseating. 
Of course, as the Tobacco Institute re­ 
peatedly says, science has not estal* 
lished beyond any doubt the conclusive 
cause and effect. 
Yet, the incidence of cancer, along 
with heart trouble, emphysema and relat­ 
ed diseases, is so much greater in the 
man or woman who smokes one to three 
packs a day that the pro cig arette case 
can be made only by double-talk. 
A hearing before the Federal Trade 
Commission showed the authority of the 
lobby. With H, Thomas Austern, couo 
sel for the Tobacco Institute, as the 
witness this exchange occurred: 
Commissioner Philip Elman: You say 
everybody knows that cigarette smoking 
is dangerous to health? 
Austern: Yes; I will take it on that 
issue, sir. 
When the transcript of the hearing was 
released that exchange had been stricken 
out. Substituted was a formal statement 
by Austern simply repeating the Insti­ 
tute’s case against the health warning oth­ 
er than the sm all print on each pack of 
cigarettes. 
That was the essential issue in the 
fight in the House. Leading the effort to 
damp down the cigarette propaganda, 
Rep. John E. Moss, D.-Calif., insisted 
that the small - print warning served 
the tobacco manufaetuers and had almost 
no impact on the smoker who was alre a­ 
dy an addict. Putting the warning on 
each pack at the instigation of the FTC, 
the cigarette m akers can escape legal lia- 
bility in the lawsuits filed by sm okers 
or their families charging that death and 
disease resulted from the addiction. 
Repeated attempts were made to mod- 
ify the bill curbing the FTC so that it 
would be acceptable to a m ajority. Rep. 
Brock Adams, D^Wash., pointed out that 
48 to 50 states have laws prohibiting the 
sale of cigarettes to m inors. With a 
bow to states - righters he proposed 
that states with such laws require ad- 
vertisem ents to specify the health haz­ 
ards for the young. The Adams Amend- 
ment was shouted down. 
Moss, with something close to despair, 
eyed two potent tobacco lobbyists, form­ 
er Sen. Earl Clements of Kentucky and 
former Rep, Horace Kornegay of North 
Carolina, in the Presidential box confer­ 
ring with cigarette lieutenants from the 
floor of the House, We have reached, he 
finally said, a point where we had better 
say, “ The public be damned —we are not 
concerned with your w elfare.” The final 
vote was 252 to 137, a stunning triumph 
for the cigarette lobby. 
But while the farce went on in the 
House public pressures were building 
that neither the cigarette nor the broad­ 
casting industries could ignore. The Code 
Board of the National Association of 
Broadcasters announced that cigarette 
advertisem ents would be phased out 
among its subscribers over the 
next 
four years. Loud protest followed. If the 
clever 
cigarette com m ercials showing 


the young and the beautiful lighting up 
were inducing a whole new generation to 
smoke, why wait four years to stop? 
The climax came this week. A spokes­ 
man for the Tobacco Institute, Joseph 
F. Cullman 3d, offered at a hearing of 
the Senate Consumer Subcommittee to 
stop all radio and television advertising 
by September of 1970 or at any time Lift­ 
er Dec. 31 of this year if advertising 
contracts with the broadcasters could tie 
term inated. As a quid pro quo Cullman 
asked that the tobacco industry not be re ­ 
quired to put health warnings in their 
ads in the printed media. 
The cynical may say that the Institue 
was bowing to the inevitable. Neverthe­ 
less, it is a big step. And it would nev­ 
e r have come about if Moss of the House

and Sen. Frank 
E. Moss, D.-Utah, had 
not pushed tirelessly for stronger re ­ 
straints. 
As with so much in contemporary life 
there is a great ambivalence in this 
whole tobacco business. The Federal 
Government gets from $3.5 to $4 billion 
in cigarette taxes. And the government 
spends $28 million a year to promote to­ 
bacco sales abroad while handing out 
big subsidies to tobacco growers. 
How much advertising is responsible 
for making the young believe that cig­ 
arette smoking is a badge of maturity 
and sophistication is debatable. One 
can only say they are doing their best 
and it is no mean best.

Under the heading, “ Operation Dowi*. 
town,” Paton proposes six basic ingre­ 
dients: 
1) Publicity; 2) Contact Man; 
3) Member of the Alpha Club; 4) Mem­ 
ber of the Jaycees; 5) Member of City 
Beautification Committee; 6) Coordina­ 
tor. 
The publicity man would funnel reports 
regularly to newspapers, radio and tele- 
vision stations; arrange a speakers’ be- 
reau and develop “ before” and “ after” 
photographs for display in the service 
clubs. 
The contact man would act as a lia- 
son between the beautifiers and the city 
fathers, the city adm inistrator, the coin* 
ty tax office, so there could lie speedy 
waiving of city perm its, county tax as­ 
sessm ents, to expedite the building of 
ornamental redwood shields for vacant 
lots, the planting of various strips and 
other projects that might be developed. 
The contact man would also expedite the 
forming of contracts with property own- 
e rs, 
Paton 
thinks 
the Jaycees are the 
world’s best action people who would be 
only too glad to provide speakers for 
the project, help raise money and final­ 
ly bend its not inconsiderable muscle 
and youth to help plant shrubs and sink 
post holes for the fences. 
The beautification member would help 
with publicity, develop an award program 
and keep a constant stream of sugges­ 
tions fed into the beautification mill. 
The coordinator would help all commit­ 
tees and act as a general ram rod.Vhese 
are my words not Paton's. 
Now with all that out of the way, Pa. 
ton proposes the activators start with one 
vacant lot, and v/ith the perm ission of 
the owner erect a basket weave fence, 
six feet high, five feet back from the 
sidewalk. Then shrubs and flowers would 
be planted in the strip of land between 
the fence and sidewalk making a kind of 
garden area, Paton even has some nonv» 
inations for the first lot. He proposes 
the lot at 114 to 116 E. Ocean Ave„ or 
one or more of the lots at 133, 135, 
137 S. H St. 
Then Paton comes up with the kind 
of suggestion that proves his mettle as 
a community activator: He suggests that 
someone approach Mobile Oil Co., for 


donation of shrubbery and trees. That’s 
the kind of thought that has m erit in 
this sea of uncertainty. I guess the 
thought is that Mobile would naturally 
want a nice park - like setting across the 
street from where they propose to de­ 
velop a service station. Mind you P a 
ton’s not saying he wants a service sta­ 
tion in that spot, merely that if the oil 
company 
puts one 
there the officials 
would naturally be concerned about the 
surrounding area. 
Paton’s outline for action cuts through 
all the red tape, all the apathy, all the 
hurdles. His philosophy is if you have a 
community problem and Paton believes 
Lompoc does, then get the job done. 
No protests, no gobbledegoop, let’s get 
the job underway today, he says.
